The ordinance* which met with the approval of all council­ 
men present, and which, it is predicted, will ultimately be passed 
at the September meeting, was drafted by R. K. Wible, attorney 
for the Battlefield Guides’ Association. 
Rufus Bushman, presi­ 
dent of the guides’ association, was at the council meeting, and 
answered questions put to him by the councilmen. 
According to Mr. Bushman, under the present system of 
parking automobiles, two feet from the curb allowed guides un­ 
der the provisions of a previous ordinance, was not sufficient for 
them to solicit touring parties for the battlefield. 
Ten feet, he 
added, was nearer the right distance, since the rear ends of auto­ 
mobiles extend seven and eight feet into the street under the 
present system of parking.

An old history of 
Lycoming county, detailing the story 
of its inception and signing, said that 
no stated record of the meeting was 
kept. 
However the names of a num­ 
ber of persons who "attended the gath­ 
ering and signed the declaration were 
given. 
Likewise the original declara­ 
tion never was discovered and it is 
believed that it was sent to England. 
Early in 1776 the settlers in this 
section heard reports that Congress, 
which was meeting in Philadelphia, 
was contemplating a declaration free­ 
ing the colonies from the rule of Eng­ 
land. These reports, according to his­ 
torians, had a lasting effect upon the 
pioneers who called a meeting to dis­ 
cuss similar action. 
The gathering was held on a plain 
a short distance from the creek. Aft­ 
er much discussion and a number of 
speeches the colonists prepared and 
signed a resolution absolving them­ 
selves from allegiance to England arui 
declaring themselves free and inde­ 
pendent.

The automobile transportation 
system, which has outgrown with a s ­ 
tonishing rapidity its first mechanical 
stage, has reached a point of speed 
and comfort for tourist travel in so 
comparatively short a time. 
The ra il­ 
roads of the country had to cut their 
way across the country, lay the tracks 
for their private use and in many 
cases disfigure much natural beauty. 
Although this was necessary in some 
degree for the development of com­ 
merce, for the interchange of com ­ 
modities am ong the states and with 
foreign countries, it 
is

that railw ay progress made im pera­

Good Road System 
"It is undeniable that automobile 
and bus transportation has made im ­ 
perative the laying of a good road 
system, of which the Romans were so 
wont to speak of as the foundation of 
good government. 
Not only has the 
private automobile owner and general 
vehicle public benefited 
in 
an 
im ­ 
measurable degree from 
the 
well- 
planned and well-paved road system 
constantly 
demanded 
by 
increased 
automobile and bus traffic, but travel 
which makes for increased knowledge 
of any country has been encouraged 
here for foot travelers both young 
and old because of the pleasant w alk­ 
ing possibilities on the roads border­ 
ed by the g re a t natural beauty of the

Bloomsburg, Aug. 8.—Captain Harry 
A. Chandler, aged .‘51. of New Bruns­ 
wick, N. J., pilot of the* air mail plane 
which crashed into the Susquehanna 
River here shortly 
before midnight 
Wednesday night in the first accident 
since night mail service was estab­ 
lished between Chicago and New York, 
will recover from his injuries, it was 
said 
at 
the 
Bloomsburg 
Hospital 
yesterday. 
Chandler, a veteran of the World 
War and a captain iii the Reserve 
Corps of the array since 19lt*, gave a 
demonstration of the rare grit that 
marks the work of pilots in the air­ 
mail service. 
He had landed in an Oatfield to get 
his bearings, having seen 
no light 
after leaving Phillipsburg, N. J., be­ 
cause of the thick fog. 
In attempting 
to rise the oats caught in the planed 
running gears and it crashed through 
the top of a tie** on the river bank. 
The plane went into four feet of 
water, twenty feet off shore, and the 
pilot was pinned fast in the cockpit 
only his head being above the water. 
After he had been cut free by res­ 
cuers, Chandler, although 
suffering 
with a broken nose, fracture! skull 
and lesser injuries, refused to go to a 
hospital until the mail had been cared 
for. 
Thirteen pouches

7,756 FOOT WELL 


Latrobe, Pa.—W hen drilling opera­ 
tions were stopped on the deepest 
producing gas well in the world, at 
Longbridge near here, 18,054 feet of 
various sized casings had been used. 
The well, which has been sunk to a 
depth of 7,756 feet, is the property of 
the Peoples* N atural Gas Company. 
The gas, however, is subjected to a 
filtration process to take off the hy­ 
drogen sulphide, before it is passed 
into the distributing mains. 
Drilling of the well was 
May 23, 1922. 
Five differene 
of casings have been placed 
well, one casing 
inside 
the 
The first was 60 feet long 
inches in diam eter; the second, 1,100 
feet long and IO inches in diam eter; 
the third, 3,900 feet long and 8 inches 
in diam eter; the fourth, 6,200 feet 
long and 5 3-8 inches in diam eter, and 
♦he fifth, 6,794 feet long and 4 inches 
in diameter. 
The company has a second well in 
the same vicinity which at a depth of j 
6,822 feet still is giving off a large} 
supply of gas.
